Continued from Psge 1 
because the State of Michgian 
had an archaic view that a 
part-time volunteer service did 
not need advanced life support 
training. 


This attitude was reflected 
‘in the state’s position that in 
order to have this advanced 
capability the community 
must offer a 24 hour seven 
days a week — 100-percent of 
the time service. Since this 
was beyond the capability of 
our community as well as oth- 
ers, we were not allowed to 
administer advance life sup- 
port. 


He added that with the help 
of State Senator Bennett, Flat 
Rock Fire Department Kathy 


Department Jan Sikes and the 
News Herald Newspapers, 
they were able to get the law 
changed. 

The new law, that was prac- 
tically passed unanimously, 
provides for a two-year period 
where the community must 
train 100-percent of their staff 


must all be licensed within that 
period. The community will 
be allowed another two-year 
extension to meet the 100-per- 
cent requirement. If at the end 
of the four-year period and the 
requirement is not met — the 
community will revert back to 
the basic support system.
